Expressed in briefest form, Dr. Wiley’s idea of 
what is due the public is this: When a food product 
is itself and nothing more, it is entitled to be known 
by its right name, but when it is something else it 
ought to be known for what it really is.

The Department of Agriculture is searching far 
and near for a staff of experts to enable it to go ahead 
with the enforcement of the new national pure food 
law. It is strange that there should be to-day such a 
decided scarcity of a particular kind of talent that was 
a drug on the market a couple of years ago.

If it is true, as Dr. Thomas, the chief health officer 
of Stepney, England, alleges, that “75 per cent of the 
canned goods imported into this country from Amer- 
ica are not labeled, and English firms afterwards put 
on their own labels,” then if any frauds are committed 





they are committed in England and not by the Amer- 
ican packers. Since the canners place no labels on 
the goods, they cannot be accused of false labeling. 
The fraud is on rather than in our canned goods,

The very positive assertion of the Columbia Con- 
serve Co. of Indianapolis that their experiments have 
demonstrated beyond a doubt that benzoate or any 
other preservative is unnecessary would seem to 
knock the props from under the catsup makers who 
have contended that they could not possibly get along 
without the use of preservatives in catsup and condi- 
ments. It is not at all a question of whether benzoate 
in the small quantity used is harmful. The only ques- 
tion is as to the necessity for using a preservative, re- 
gardless of its effect upon the consumer. In a com- 
munication dated April 12, addressed to the National 
Association of Manufacturers of Food Products, the 
Columbia Conserve Co. say: “There is absolutely no 
necessity for using it in our food products, and the 
only reason for using it, in our judgment, is that food 
packers either wish to save the expense which would 
be necessary to leave it out, or have not been willing 
to give the matter enough thought so that they can get 
along without it.” Could anything be more positive? 

ok 

The weather during the past week has had a re- 
tarding effect upon consumption of merchandise of 
practically all kinds, but this is a temporary matter, 
and is not considered of importance. Commenting on 
trade conditions existing throughout the country, 
Bradstreet’s weekly review states that “Trade and 
manufacturing conditions are in high degree favorable 
despite the lull in demand usual at this stage of the 
spring season. Some odd cross currents are visible 
because of the scarcity of stocks in so many lines, ne- 
cessitating buying in other markets to eke out sup- 
plies sold ahead some time ago. In retail trade, cold 
weather and bad country roads are a bar to fullest ac- 
tivity, but the volume of business doing, as a whole, 
exceeds the corresponding period in other years.” 
Dun’s weekly general business survey says: “Erratic 
weather makes trade reports irregular, retail sales of 
spring wearing apparel being retarded by storms and 
cold at many points, although some sections experience 
seasonable conditions. Temporary interruption to re- 
tail distribution has no ill effects upon jobbing and 
wholesale business, however, heavy transactions and 
shipments testifying to confidence in the future. Most 
encouraging news comes from the iron and steel in- 
dustry.” Dun’s report on trade in the Chicago district 
says that “Manufacturing progress is unabated. The 
capacity of most plants is exerted to the limit, and the 


machinery and labor employed exceeds all previous 
experience in iron and steel, power, car, and forge 
‘work.”

2()\L the numerous articles that appeared in 
American periodicals a year or two ago, it 
seemed that food experts were really in over- 
supply, yet Washington advices state that Dr. 
Wiley is discouraged at the “lack of good timber avail- 
able as a result of the recent civil service examina- 
tions.” There is an especial scarcity of chemists who 
have the requisite knowledge and ability to fil! the bill. 
Food sharps of all sizes, shapes and sexes were omni- 
present not a great while ago, but where are they now ? 
Where are the people who wrote sv learnedly and posi- 
tively for the magazines and newspapers when food 
legislation and the gullible portion of the public were 
both keing so much “agitated’’? Wouldn’t they do 
for the jobs which Uncle Sam is searching now for 
people competent to fill? They knew it all, at least 
they wrote as if they did, back in the agitation period; 
why don’t they come forward and take the examina- 
tions, proving their fitness and landing the “fat plums,”’ 
as government jobs are usually described? Where 
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Food Experts Scarce. 


have they disappeared to, anyway? 

A Washington correspondent writes that the Gov- 
ernment has stacks of money on hand with which to 
pay salaries to inspectors and chemists, but that those 
who have the direction of the work of enforcing the 
food law “find that they are unable at the present time 
to get the necessary staff together to start out along 
the plans which have been mapped out,” and this con- 
dition of affairs is said to be the cause of “chagrin 
and mortification,” both of which are very bad things 
to feel. 

The self-appointed leaders in the erstwhile “agita- 
tion” for reform, the virtuous ladies. and gentlemen 
who waxed so wrothy and wrote so indignantly and 
profoundly about thé “dangers of eating canned 
goods” and other subjects born of brain storms, ought 
to come forward now that the country stands in actual 
need of experts to help it enforce the law that no doubt 
each individual former agitator is claiming much of 
the credit for. 





The WhisKy Decision. 


OWN in Washington, D. C., they, have been 
/D) deciding for themselves and the balance of the 
aie y country what is and what is not whisky. This 
ae cuestion has agitated the distilling and bottling 
portion of the public for many moons, or ever since 
Dr. Wiley advanced the theory that, just as “skimmed 
milk masquerades as cream,” so is about go per cent of 
the liquid that folks believe is genuine whisky either 
is not whisky at all, or only part “oil of joy’’ and part 
something else. At last the argument has been settled, 
and by President Roosevelt himself, who has affixed 
his signature approving the decision on the subject 
recently rendered by the Attorney-General of the 
United States, Mr. Bonaparte of Baltimore. 

In drawing the distinction between pure and impure 
whisky, Attorney-General Bonaparte defines, clearly 
and very simply, the purpose for which the national 
pure food law was enacted: 

The primary purpose of the pure food law is to protect 
against fraud consumers of food or drugs. As an incidental 
or secondary purpose, it seeks to prevent, or at least discour- 
age, the use of deleterious substances for either purpose, but 
its first aim is to insure, so far as possible, that the purchaser 
of an article of food or of a drug shall obtain nothing differ- 
ent from what he wishes and intends to buy. 

This definition is flawless; it is also complete. The 
protection of the consumer against fraud and decep- 
tion is the primary object of food legislation; to pro- 











tect his health the secondary object, though it is 
equally important, and some will say it is more so. 
The consumer has a right to know what he buys, if 
the article is labeled so that what he gets in a certain 
form or under a certain label is in reality the article 
he wishes or intends to buy. In other words, the 
people have a right to know that the product pur- 
chased is true to name; that it isn’t some other prod- 
uct in disgu‘se, or but a part of the product which the 
label represents it to be. 

Secretary Bonaparte’s recommendations are directed 
by the President to be adopted, and under the pure 
food law “straight” whisky will be labeled as such, a 
mixture of two or more straight whiskies will be la- 
beled blended whisky or whiskies, a mixture of 
straight whisky and ethyl alcohol, provided that there 
is a sufficient amount of straight whisky to make it 
genuinely a “mixture,” will be labeled as compound 
of or compounded with pure grain distillate, and imi- 
tation whisky will be labeled as such. 

This gives the “straight” or strictly honest whisky 
distillers complete victory over the blenders and mix- 
ers. The decision is of great importance, for the rea- 
son that, being under Section 8 defining misbranding, 
it means the food law will be enforced to the letter 
as regards all products affected by it. 








Meat Packing Apparatus for Servia. 


United States Consul Moorhead reports to the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor that the Skupshtina 
(National Assembly) of Servia has just ratified a con- 
cession granted to an English company for the con- 
struction and operation of a packing plant in Servia, 
an account of which was published in Daily Consular 
and Trade Reports of January 22. Work is to be 


commenced at once, and it is expected to have the plant 
in working order in the early fall.

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A reduction in the season’s estimated production of 
California canned asparagus from 350,000 to 100,000 
cases is a serious matter, especially when the quantity 
of this vegetable canned outside of California is so 
very light as to be but a small fraction of the Pacific 
Coast output; yet such is precisely the result of the 
Sacramento river floods that a short time since inun- 
dated and wiped out a very large proportion of the 
asparagus beds. A production of at least a third of a 
million cases had been expected for California this 
season, but now the highest estimates made do not 
exceed 100,000 cases, the consequences of which will 
be a pronounced scarcity of canned asparagus for a 
year at the least calculation, and in all probability for 
a much longer period, as authorities on the Coast have 
given it as their opinion that the damage to a large 
percentage of the asparagus acreage of California is 
irreparable. Asparagus lands cannot be prepared and 
acrop grown in a single year, therefore the prospects 
are that it will be several seasons before California can 
possibly produce a pack as large as was expected this 
spring or even one equal to that turned out in 1906, 
which could not have materially exceeded 250,000 
cases. The California pack in 1905 was, according to 
statistics compiled by the “Fruit Grower,” 228,439 
cases of all grades. The pack of 1904 was figured 
by the same authority at 224,877 cases, 256,220 in 
1903, and 227,126 in 1902. Instead of prices “scrap- 
ing the bottom,’’ as corn has done for a couple of 


years past, asparagus prices, which now are very high 
are practically certain to be sustained’ for a long time 
at the highest levels ever recorded. 


Corn. 


Many western corn packers having a surplus of 
goods on hand, are undecided as to what is the wisest 
course to pursue this season, whether to pack on a 
somewhat reduced acreage or to suspend entirely, al- 
lowing their factories to remain inoperative this year. 
It would be very interesting to know precisely how 
many corn canneries will be idle in 1907, but the in- 
formation would be very hard to obtain, and it is more 
than probable that some of the packers would change 
their minds before too late to make arrangements for 
packing. We are informed that some who several 
months ago announced they would not operate have 
recently determined to hazard another season at the 
com game. In one western state not the most nor 
the least prominent among the corn-canning common- 
wealths, our information is that fully one-half of those 
who stated some time since that they would not pack 
corn this season have turned about since and now posi- 
tively will do so, although not necessarily on so large 
an acreage as they handled in 1906. Packers who 
haven’t as yet definitely determined upon a course of 
action find it difficult to arrive at a decision, the situa- 
tion being rendered all the more perplexing by the fact 
that there are people who look for a better market 
next fall, this being based on the belief that corn has 
been moving into consumption in such large quantities 
that the existing stocks aren’t in reality as heavy as 
they are generally believed to be. 

It is well known that corn has gone into consump- 
tion at an unprecedented rate during the last two 

ts, during which low prices have prevailed, yet it 
is beyond question a fact that the surplus still in the 


warehouses of packers, and of jobbers, not to mention 
retailers, is large enough to demand reduction in acre- 
age this year. Continued production exceeding our 
annual requirements can only be creative of increas- 
ing demoralization. If the packers had made a larger 
reduction in last year’s acreage the market would 
naturally be in better shape than we find it at present, 
hence it follows that if they make a further reduction 
this season market values will eventually improve. It 
would be folly to go on putting up more corn than the 
producers can sell; the situation calls for the plant- 
ing of less acreage, for conservative operations. 


Tomatoes. 


Our eastern advices show a continued easy feeling 
on spot tomatoes, and a slack demand, and a falling 
off in the demand for futures, though at no change 
on the latter so far as prices are concerned. Regard- 
ing spots, an important commission firm in Baltimore 
reports: “Spot tomatoes are attracting more atten- 
tion at the lower level of prices, and we anticipate in- 
creased buying during April, May and June, especially 
in view of the fact that the element of risk is now re- 
duced almost to the minimum.” The same firm re- 
marks that “The demand for future tomatoes during 
the past week was quite small in comparison with any 
previous week since January Ist.” Future sales have 
been heavy East and West this season. 


Tomatoes— 

The spot tomato market continues dull here, with 
the feeling easy. Chicago jobbers apparently are not 
in the mood to buy. Some bad weather, bringing 
about a crop scare, might cause them to come into the 
market, and this would be certain to stiffen things up; 
but at the moment not much spot business is being 
transacted. Western standard 1906 packing are re- 
ported sold within the past week as low as goc deliv- 
ered kere, but the few packers who have any goods 
left to sell generally ask more money, up to 95¢c, f. o. b. 
factory. There are no Western packed spot gallons 
being offered. A Baltimore report states that the mar- 
ket on No. 2 tomatoes is in strong shape, the stocks 
being light and prices so far have shown no tendency 
to sympathize with the easier feeling on No. 3s. We 
hear quotations on spot No. 3 tomatoes, full standard 
quality, at 87'%4c, f. o. b. Baltimore; No. 2 standards 
at 80c; No. 10 standards at $3.60. Packers in Mary- 
land have not weakened on future tomatoes, which 
they quote, f. o. b. Baltimore, at 60c for No. 2 stand- 
ards, 82%4c for No. 3s; $2.40 for No. Ios. 


Corn— 

Spot corn hasn’t improved during the week re- 
viewed, nor has it sunk any lower than last week, al- 
though we have heard of some very low offerings, 
down to 45c per doz., net cash Chicago. The trade 
between first hands and wholesalers here is very light, 
yet it is commonly reported that there is a heavy con- 
sumption of corn in progress. Future sales amount to 
almost nothing in quantity. Canners in the western 
states, with some exceptions, are not offering future 
corn, but those that are quoting prices name 52'%c, 
factory up. New York advices note continued fair in- 
quiry for spot corn, the jobbers, however, wanting 
good quality at, usually, 50c, and corn complying fully 
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with food law requirements is reported in limited sup- 
ply in the east at that low figure. 


Peas— 


While eastern advices tell of a somewhat easier 
feéling on spot peas in some quarters, no easing off 
is noticeable here; but the quantities of peas owned by 
packers are as nothing now; there is hardly a chance 
for the market to ease, since in the west it is virtually 
cleaned up. Western packers almost without excep- 
tion are sold out of spots, and, as we have previously 
reported, nearly every western canner is sold up on 
1907 packing. It is stated that last week’s snow in 
Wisconsin has put the seeding of the new crop back 
from one to two weeks. In Indiana and Ohio packing 
is expected to commence in about the last week in 
May. Buying in Baltimore shows the improvement 
usual at this time of the year. Stocks there, however, 
are very light. Futures in Baltimore are selling quite 
freely, according to our advices. Standard early Junes 
are quoted at 85c, regular, f. o. b. 


Apples— 

No. 3 spot Michigan standard apples are quoted at 
65c¢ per dozen, f. o. b. factory, No. 10 Michigans at 
$2.20 to $2.35. New York reports a firm market on 
No. 10 apples, with a fair inquiry. The market for 
No. ,10s is quoted there at $2.35 per dozen. 


Beans — 

We.can report no development affecting the market 
on string and lima beans. Offerings are exceedingly 
light, and the market firm at high prices. Most pack- 
ers are sold up on futures also. 


Spinach— 


Baltimore packers quote spring packed spinach for 
delivery within the next several days on the basis of 
$1.00, f. o. b. factory, for No. 3, 80c for No. 2, and 
$3.25 for No. 10. The Booth Packing Co. quote 
Booth’s “Oval Brand” spinach at these figures. 


Miscellaneous— 


Some quotations on spot miscellaneous canned goods 
are as follows: No. 3 sweet potatoes, f. o. b. Indiana 
factory, 77%2c; No. 3 Ohio pumpkin, f. o. b. factory, 
55c; No. 10 f. o. b.

Asparagus— 


California asparagus packers still refrain from an- 
nouncing pricés, and the impression prevails here that, 
owing to thé“floods, prices will not be made by any- 
body until after the pack is completed or nearly so. 
An additional, reason why this opinion is held is the 
possibility that floods may occur again in May, at the 
time when the snows in the mountains melt, causing an 
annual freshet, which may occasion further damage, 
considering the present condition of the levees protect- 
ing the asparagus beds. 


Fruits— 
It is considered unlikely that prices on California 
canned fruits will be named early this year, as cond 
tions prevailing om the coast are not calculated ‘to jp. 
duce packers to open up quotations in advance: ofthe 
average date of making prices. Briefly put, the jp. 
formation from the coast indicates that the ‘apricot 
crop as a whole will at least not exceed the 1906 yield, 
while prospects are for a fair crop of peaches, ‘and 
rather a good yield of cherries. In the local market 
jobbers are interested in the general line of California 
canned fruits, but supplies are so small that business js 
necessarily restricted. The eastern and southern peach 
crop has undoubtedly been injured, but it is impossible 
to say to what extent.

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Sardines— 

Although prices on the 1907. pack of domestic sat- 
d'nes were announced several days ago, the orders so 
far placed by. the jobbing trade. have not been heavy.

Law Provides Sanitary Regulations for Canneries. 


The Illinois legislature has passed a bill, previously 
referred to in THE CANNER, providing sanitary regu- 
lations for every building, room, basement or cellar 
occupied or used as a bakery or confectionery, cannery 
or food factory of other description. Sections 1, 2 and 


3 read as follows: 

That every building, room, basement, or cellar occupied or 
used as a bakery or confectionery, canning, packing, pickling 
or preserving establishment or for the manufacture (for sale) 
of any food product, shall be heated, lighted, drained, plumbed 
and ventilated in an approved and efficient manner, with strict 
regard to the health of the operatives and employes and the 
purity and wholesomeness of the food articles produced. 

Sec. 2. The floors, side walls, ceilings, fixtures, furniture, 
tools, machinery and utensils of every establishment or place 
where food products are manufactured or stored, shall at all 
times be kept in a clean and thoroughly sanitary condition. 
The side walls and ceilings of every such building, room, base- 
ment or. cellar shall be well plastered and ceiled with plaster, 
metal or lumber. Plastered walls and ceilings shall be oil 
painted or kept well lime washed, and all interior woodwork 
in every such building, room, basement or cellar shall be kept 
weil oiled or painted with oil paint and kept washed clean. 
And every such building, room, basement or cellar used for the 
manufacture of any food product shall have a floor of wood, 
cement, stone or tile, which floor shall be kept in a thoroughly 
sanitary condition. 

Sec. 3. The chief factory inspector of this state, and the 
assistant factory inspector or deputy factory inspectors, under 
the supervision and direction of the chief factory inspector, 
shall have the full power at all reasonable times, and as often 
as practicable, to enter and inspect every such building, room, 
basement or cellar, occupied or used as aforesaid, and if such 
inspection shall disclose a non-compliance with any of the 
provisions of this act, the chief inspector shall require the 
execution of such lawful sanitary measures or alterations in 
or about such premises, as will conform to the requirements 
of this act, and secure the production of the food products 
thereof, in a clean and wholesome condition. 





Kansas Pure Food Law in Force. 


The recently enacted State food law adopted by the 
Kansas Legislature is patterned after the federal law 
as to rules, regulations and standards, and includes the 
following administrative features: The secretary of 
the State Board of Health is made chief food inspec- 
tor at salary of $2,500 per year. Four food inspectors 
to be appointed by State Board of Health at $1,800 per 
year each and expenses. Goods in hands of jobbers, 
manufacturers and retailers which do not conform to 
standards of United States Pure Food Act may be sold 
until October 1, 1907, without relabeling or any sup- 
plemental stamp or paster. 

“NS Uealer shall be prosecuted under the act who 
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can establish a guarantee signed by his jobber or map. 
ufacturer. Any manufacturer who violates the pro. 
visions of the act is subject to fine of not to exceed 
$300 for the first offense and not less than $500 for a 
subsequent offense. Any dealer violating the act may 
be fined not to exceed $50 or be imprisoned not exceed. 
ing one year. 





Wholesale Grocers’ National Convention. 


Arrangements are being made for the usual re. 
duced rates for the annual convention for the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, which will be held in 
Chicago at the Auditoriuyn Hotel, June 26, 27 and 28 
Secretary Beckmann of New York, and President Wijl- 
liam Judson of Grand Rapids, Mich., expect that the 
attendance will be at least double that at the Buffalo 
convention in 1906. President Judson and Secretary 

3eckmann conferred in New York last week as to the 
necessary arrangements. Most of the details, how- 
ever, will be left to Secretary Beckmann and the local 
committee in this city. 





Starkey Cannery Will be Operated. 


Mrs. Josephine Starkey, wife of A. L. Starkey of 
Elwood, Ind., the well-known packer who died sud- 
denly of heart failure while in a field near the factory 
several weeks ago, has been appointed administratrix, 
authorized to sell certain personal property at private 
sale and to lease the canning factory to parties who 
will operate it on most advantageous terms. This will 
likely mean that the factory with which numerous 
farmers have contracts, will be operated this season. 

A. L. Starkey was a packer of fancy tomatoes and 
was well known among western canners and jobbers.

Epiror CANNER: Whilst many things are transpiring in the 
carned goods situation of much interest to both sellers and 
buyers, yet as far as the packers are concerned, the main 
thing they think about is the weather. Even the drop in the 
spot tomato market does not concern them as much as the 
frequent drops in temperature. We have had during the past 
week two or three very cold nights, and have also had some 
snow and sleet storms. The reports that continue to come in 
from the fruit and vegetable sections are very conflicting. 
Those people who were pessimistic after the freeze of two 
weeks ago, are naturally worse than ever to-day, and even 
those men who were optimistic after the first freeze, are now 
beginnir.g to hedge a little. 

A most unusual weather condition has prevailed all over 
the Atlantic coast region during the first half of April. It 
seems as though we had April weather in March, and now 
we are having March weather instead of the usual warm 
suns and rains that we generally have and expect in the 
month of April. Your readers will doubtless have themselves 
seen many reports from the Norfolk region, also from the 
Carolinas, from which sections Baltimore packers draw quite 
a heavy portion of their supply of peas. This crop, as well as 
all early vegetables is said to have been seriously injured in 
the sections above mentioned. It is also reported that straw- 
berries have been considerably damaged in the southern coast 
states. This of course, will not make any difference to the 
Baltimore packers as far as drawing any supply from these 
states is concerned as they do not, as a rule, get any of the 
early fruit, but it will have an indirect effect on the raw mar- 
ket when the fruit begins to come in from the Peninsula and 
Southern Maryland, as it will be a natural effect.for the mar- 
ket to be high for raw consumption if the early fruit is scarce, 
and so our packers will be cut out even when the fruit be- 
gins to come in from this immediate section. 

The peach crop, however, is the one that is concerning Bal- 
timore packers most. If the majority of reports are correct, 
the damage done by the cold weather is very general, for not 
only is it reported that the crops are injured in Maryland, 
Delaware and Virginia, but it is also stated that much injury 
has been done in Alabama, Georgia, and Texas, which three 
states have been coming to the front in recent years in the 
matter of peach growing. There are a few people who still 
maintain that the damage to peaches is not as bad as the ma- 
jority of the reports would indicate, but they are very much in 
the minority. The demand for future peaches that is coming 
in to Baltimore is exceptionally heavy, but very few packers 
are willing to book any business except subject to approval. of 
price when named. Some packers had named figures on the 
basis of 80c for 3s pies and $1.15 for 3s second yellows, but 
they have now withdrawn prices. 

As I have already intimated, the spot tomato market is 
easier. There are plenty of No. 3 Standards now to be found 
at 8714c, f. o. b., and there are some fair standards offered 
at 85c. It is hard to say what is the real reason for this 
wdakness in the market. Probably, however, the main rea- 
$0 iS because holders are getting timid as the time approach- 
€ésonéarer for 1907 operations. They dread a_repetition of 
1906, At the same time, itis generally conceded that there 
are not sufficient goods on hand to allow any carry over into 
the new season, and if the séllers were to show some firm- 
ness there would be a quick réaction in the market. Futures 
are unchanged, being still quoted and sold at 81c f. o. b. coun- 
try points for No. 3 Standards and 82'%c f. 0. b. Baltimore; 
for the same kind of goods. Spot No. 2s continue very firm 
at 77% to 8oc, the first. mentioned price being for off stand- 
ards and the 8oc figtire being for full standards. 

There has beeh a tremendous business transacted this year 
in future tomatoes, and in fact, the sales of all lines of fu- 
tures has been Heavier than usual. This shows that jobber’s 
stocks for assorted goods all over the country are excep- 
tionally light, and indicates a very active business when the 
season opens, = 

The-first two lines of goods that will be packed in Balti- 
more will be’pineapple and peas. Probably pineapple will-be 
operated on even before peas, as the cold weather will retard 
the last mentioned crop. Spot pineapples are pretty well 
cleaned up, and what few goods there are left on hand will 
doubtless be sold out before new goods are ready for ship- 








ment, as it is hardly likely there will be any new goods ready 
before the third or last week in May. 

There are quite a number of orders for quick shipment com- 
ing in to Baltimore every day for various grades of Dine- 
apple, showing that stocks are light in dealer’s hands, and 
when these orders do reach Baltimore there is considerable 
difficulty in filling same, which proves that packers’ stocks are 
also light. The pack of pineapple is increasing every year 
notwithstanding the fact that Singapore and Hawaiian imports 
are also increasing. It simply goes tq prove that consumers 
are using more pineapple than they formerly did. Quite q 
good many orders are being placed for future delivery, and a 
very active season is expected. 

The demand for the general line has been of better volume 
durizg the week just closed.

Epitor CANNER:—Winter is with us once more. Snow 
and cold weather make the fields of Maine look desolate 
indeed, but there is still faith in the good old “alminacks.” 

During the past week there has been a few sales of spot 
corn, but not large ones. As for futures, the best answer is, 
and there is no doubt of it, the future packing of Maine fancy 
corn is nearly all sold out. I understand that most of the 
carners have contracted up to the limit, and but little is of- 
fered now. Not only has the demand been unusually heavy, 
but the prospective acreage will be less than for some time. 
All efforts to induce the farmers to plant what is called for 
by several packers has been in vain. 

Planting may be delayed seriously, no one can tell, hence 
the farmirg community is very cautious. At best, the time is 
very limited in Maine for sweet corn to grow and the crop 
is a sensitive one. Surely, if the opportunities for packing 
were good, you would not see the canners give up the search 
for acreage. 

Under the operations of the pure food laws, the necessity 
for telling the truth on a label is productive of serious hard- 
ship on the counterfeiters. The writer has had several in- 
quiries from the mercantile agencies as to the wherabouts 
of certain packers whose names appear on labels. So far, each 
and all have a “local habitation and a name,” “in your mind’s 
eye, Horatio!” The extent of this fraud is amazing, for the 
mere fact that there is now a penalty for crime, has brought 
to light a mass of evidence that points to a serious attack 
upon honest packers and merchants. 

The packing of clams—the largest for many years—is now 
in full operation. Notwithstanding the advance over last 
season, 85c for No. 1, 8 oz., and goc for No. 1, 8 oz., the 
demand exceeds the supply. All packing must end on June 
Ist. The close season then begins. 

A few herring have appeared—not enough to pack—but in- 
dicative that these fish are en route. No canner can buy them 
muclY before June. I hear that a few of these fish have been 
bought for future delivery at 60c f. .o.-b. Portland, but the 
advance in ‘the stock, as well as the increased cost of, pack- 
ing, will make this a low price. Some of the labels this year 
bear on them these words: “Packed from fresh, herring,” 
thus telling the truth. I do not think that a “blue-back mack- 
erel,” although a trade name, is a fish that ever swam in the 
sea. 

Very few gallon apples are offered, and these not in car- 
lots, at $2.25 to $2.50 per dozen. . 

There-is a good demand: for choice, new lobster, but no one 
can find them. 

Taken altogether, the future prospect for Maine canners is 
bright and there seems to be a decidedly hopeful feeling.

clined to make no concessions in prices. They will hold for

will, moreover, be in position to wait until they get what they 
ask. The canneries of Alaska are now in the hands of men 


with ample capital, most of them large concerns fully able to 
hold their stock if necessary until they get their prices. The 
day is over when the jobbers can bear the market by waiting 
to buy until the packers, grown desperate for the need of capi- 
tal to pay operating expenses, cut the price to unload their 
stocks. Salmon packing in Alaska is on a much firmer finan- 
cial basis than it was four or five years ago and the packers 
are thus in better position to control the market. 

We also predict a sharp advance in the opening price of 
Columbia ‘river Chinooks. There was not enough of this 
grade of fish_packed on the Columbia last year to go around. 
As there is a certain class of customers for this grade of fish 
who will have nothing else, there is likely to be sharp com- 
petition in buying the moment prices are ‘named. The open- 
ing prices on Columbia river Chinooks will be probably five 
to ten cents higher on half pounds and 15 to 20 cents higher 
on pound talls and flats than that of last year. The packers 
on the Columbia river will have to pay more for their fish this 
year, owing to the increased competition from the cold-stor- 
age people, who will buy everything in sight at a high price 
if the fish are at all scarce. 

There is no need to say much about Sockeyes. There are 
virtually no Sockeyes to be had now from first hands at any 
price and the pack on Puget Sound this year will be little 
larger if any than that of last year. The growing popularity 
of Fancy Sockeyes will make the demand stiff. SOCKEYE.

Epitor CANNER: Last week our market showed more signs 
of life than it has at any time since January Ist. The strong

Epiror CANNFR: We have been having sunny, pleasant 
weather for three weeks past, and fruit conditions in all 
parts of the State are wonderfully improved. When the 
waters of the Sacramento and San Joaquin receded, it 
was discovered that a few of the islands which were pre- 
sumed to have been inundated through the breaking of the 
levees were merely flooded by an overflow, and the levees 
still intact. While the crops on these islands are gone for 
this season, pumping is in order, and the asparagus beds 
will be saved, and abundant grass will becut next year. 
It is now estimated that the canned asparagus output this 
season will exceed 20% of last year, and may reach 30%.. 
Canners are endeavoring to divide the output between 
their customers so that all will have some to offer. 

The apricot crop will be about 15% of the average; perhaps 
25% of last season’s production. Cherries are now in 
blossom, buds having begun to burst with the first sunshine, 
and the treesin all parts of the State are covered with 
bloom, under the most favorable climatic conditions, and 
an abundant crop is promised. Peaches and pears promise 
about equal to last year’s production; a fair crop. Prupies 
are looking well in all of the valleys, and I would estimate 
today about 120 million pounds for the State, about 4 of 
last year’scrop. Raisins promise well. A large crop of 
tomatoes will be planted. Your readers will please bear 
in mind that it is unsafe to bank upon estimates of crop 
made before May 1st; with favorable weather from now 
on, the above estimates will not be far out. CAL.

Perhaps that season is 
over and hereafter something may be expected to be doing 
right along. 

The opening price on Chinook salmon was made at $1.60 for 


talls, $1.75 for flats and $1.05 for halves. This basis is Ioc 
higher on talls, 15c higher on flats and 5c higher on halves 
than last year. The Columbia River Packers’ association has 


fixed no basis as yet, and so far as can be learned no intima- 
tion has been made respecting the probable quotations which 
will be announced later. Some talk has been heard recently 
regarding the probable advance in price on red Alaska sal- 
mon. The Alaska Packers’ association has advanced their 
prices to take effect to-day to $1.00 f. 0. b. coast cash less 1% 
per cent discount. It is believed by those best informed re- 
specting the situation that the trade has bought the last red 
Alaska at 95c it will be able to secure for a series of years 
to come. In 1878 Alaska packed 8,159 cases. This was the 
first year that Alaska packed salmon. The output steadily 
increased until 1902 when high water mark was reached with 
a pack of 2,554,423 cases. Since then the pack has declined 
to about 1,500,000 cases annually. This figure, in the face 
of a steady increase in consumption, explains why there is 
so little red Alaska available at present. Thére is probably 
less than 50 per cent as much in the hands of jobbers as there 
was a year ago, and the quantity left in packers’ hands is 
practically nothing. The cost of packing this year will be 
fully 1oc per dozen more than it was last year. 

One packer’s representative, despite the disposition to keep 
prices back for a while “eg has announced opening prices 
on 1907 domestic sardin The figures are: Keyless drawn 
cans, quarter oils, $3.00; oait top key, $3.20; roll top key quar- 
ter mustards, $3.10; small drawn can, $2.90; large drawn can, 
$3.90; sanitary can, $3.20; three-quarter mustards, forty-eight 
cans to the case, $2.45. All prices are f. o. b. Eastport, or any 
point taking the same freight rate. It is stipulated that all 
deliveries on these contracts will be made on or before Octo- 
ber 15. The price fixed on drawn cans is the same as that 
ruling on the same goods at present. The market for spot 
sardines is strong on the basis of $3.27 for quarter-oil key 
opening cans; for drawn cans, quarter oils, $3.15; three-quar- 
ter mustards, keyless, 50 ne to the case, $2.67; keyless quar- 
ter mustards, $2.92, all f. o. New York. The matter of can 
decoration and labels has “a adjusted to meet the require- 
ments of the national food laws and packers can proceed with 
no further fear of misunderstanding. One large interest in 
discussing these prices said that these could hardly be con- 
sidered regular opening prices on 1907 pack, but that the fig- 
ures represented the maximum prices which will be charged 
this season. 

Weakness which has been developing in tomatoes is more 
pronounced under evident anxiety of holders at primary points 
to sell and the slow buying interest shown in jobbing circles. 
Full standard 3s in bright tins have sold on the basis of 85c 
f. o. b. factory and this figure can be shaded on rusted tins as 
to seller. Full standard 2s, old packing, do not seem to be 
freely offered in any quarter, but there doesn’t appear to be 
any special buying interest, consequently the market is dull. 
Gallons are in light supply and holders are firm in their views. 
Some brokers report a light interest and an easier tone in fu- 
tures. Packers are not disposed to shade 81c to 82%c regu- 
lar f. o. b. factory on guaranteed delivery full standard 3s. 
Standard 2s are offered at 60c f. o. b. factory and gallons are 
quoted at $2.40 to $2.45. Buying in all quarters is light. Re- 
ports from packing centers say that canners are not pressing 
business on 3s and some are asking up to 85c. Of course this 
figure takes them out of consideration in the market. 

Spot corn is easy and demand for cheap grades is light. 
Fair state standards are selling at 50c delivered in small 
lots. Southern Maine style pack is quoted at 47% f. o. b. fac- 
tory. The market for femmes is firm and the tendency is 
steady, though buying is light. 

Beans and peas are in fair demand which runs through the 
various grades offered. But holders are not pushing sales 
extensively. Business is chiefly in small lots and rarely 
does a buyer succeed in securing any considerable 
Supplies are t0o scarce.

Asparagus is firm with an upward tendency on all offer. 
ings. .The floods in California have practically ruined the 
asparagus industry in some sections for this season. For ex- 
ample, the Hickmott Packing Company will not put up a case 
this season. Before the floods the outlook indicated a possible 
pack approximating 500,000 cases. It is likely that the fresh 
asparagus market would have taken a considerable Proportion 
of what would otherwise have gone into cans, but the most 
conservative estimate places the output at something approach- 
ing 250,000 cases. The floods have totally wiped out many 
beds. Some of these will never be planted again. The Most 

anguine now place the total pack for 1907 at 75,000 to 100,000 
cases. The fresh asparagus market has gone so high that it 
will be impossible to purchase supplies out of the fresh stock 
for canning. Some of the more pessimistic interests say that 
the industry in California is ruined and that growers will 
have to seek a location where there will be less water to 
trouble them. 

Fruits are unchanged. Gallon apples are firmer with a fair 
jobbing interest reported. A fair demand for small fruits is 
noted and the market is firmer under light offerings. Not 
much of additional interest has transpired in peaches and apri- 
cots. The market is more or less duJl and conditions are 
rather unfavorable. HARLEM. 
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New York, April 15, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: The market in all varieties is quiet. Spot 
prunes are easier and the tendency is toward a lower basis of 
prices. Sellers show a disppsition to urge sales and on 50- 
60s and 60-70s some concessions from regular quotations are 
possible. Santa Clara 40-50s are fairly steady in 25-pound 
boxes, with up to 7¢ paid on jobbing lots in a small way. Buy- 
ers are taking only what they want now and with supplies in 
jobbing quarters fairly large there is little disposition to make 
sales for forward shipment from the coast. Bids of 25¢c four 
size bag basis for 40-50s and 50-60s would probably be ac- 
cepted.

A good interest is noted in spot 
Valencia layers at quotations. 

Currants are quiet and the market is easy under some 
pressure. It is possible to shade 8%c for’spot cleaned in a 
small way. Bulk cleaned are fairly ‘eee. A good interest 
is shown in small lots of uncleaned at concessions from in- 
side figures. Greek cables report a dull but steady market. 

Figs are quiet and the tone is easy. At concessions from 
quotations there would be little difficulty in moving good 
sized lots of both layers and bags.

Annual Meeting of California Fruit Canners’ 
Association. 


President William Fries of the California Fruit Can- 
ners’ Association at the annual meeting for the year

Warns Against Misuse of Guaranty. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson announced on Tues- 
day that some prominent manufacturers of food and 
drugs would get into serious trouble with the govern- 
ment if they did not stop telling the people that the 
government guaranteed the purity of their product. 

The secretary said that the serial number and guar- 
anty required by the pure food and drugs act to be 
placed on food and drug products was being used by 
these manufacturers for this purpose. ‘The serial 
number,”’ said Secretary Wilson, “‘is assigned to fix 
the responsibility where it belongs—upon the manu- 
facturers—and to protect innocent dealers who have a 
right under the law to rely upon his guaranty. It is 
the guarantee of the manufacturer, not the guarantee 
of the government.”’ 

The secretary declared that every effort would be 
made by the department to put a stop to these state- 
ments. 





Canners’ Mutual Insurance Makes Progress. 


Headway was made towards launching the canners’ 
mutual insurance enterprise at a meeting of a commit- 
tee representing the National Canners’ Association in 
Chicago last Thursday.

The other member of the committee, which was ap- 
pointed by the executive committee of the National 
Canners’ association, Mr. Charles S. Crary of Hoopes- 
ton, Ill., was not present. J. Off, the well-known 
packer and wholesale grocer of Peoria, Ill., was pres- 
ent and materially assisted the committee in its work. 
Mr. R. P. Scott of the Chisholm Scott Co., Cadiz, O., 
was also present, having come to Chicago especially 
to give the-committee the benefit of his advice and 


experience and to assist it to the full extent of his well- 
known ability in completing its plans.

Thursday in conference, as 
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a result of which the matter of mutual insurance for 
canners have been brought to a focus and much nearer 
realization than it has ever been. The committee did 
not give out any information concerning its plans, but 
it is known that resolutions were drafted and that they 
w-ll be embodied in a report which will be submitted 
at the next meeting of the executive committee of the 
National Canners’ association, the date for which has 
not yet been announced. 


Callanan, New York Grocer, on Dating Canned 
Goods. 


L. J. Callanan, the well-known Vesey street grocer 
of New York city, is one of the stoutest opponents of 
the idea of dating canned foods. He has been having 
a discussion in print with the New York Times. It is 
interesting in this connection to note that Mr. Callanan 
announces that he intends to give a luncheon at his 
store, at which will be served canned meats and fish 
more than a year old, together with some canned soup 
14 years old, which Mr. Callanan put aside for his 
own use, and which he has been using at home, though 
he has not offered it for sale. 

In a late reply to the arguments for dated cans Mr, 
Callanan outlines the.attitude of the dealer in canned 
goods on this question as follows: 

“It was as a dealer I wrote. Not as a dealer who 
Opposes any improvement in putting up not alone 
canned meats, but goods of any kind sold in grocery 
stores in this country. I wrote as a citizen as careful 
of the health of our people as any man in the commu- 
nity. If I could be shown that canned meat was dele- 
terious to health I would never sell it. 

“IT am a firm believer in canned meats and other 
canned products; I am a firm believer that meat prop- 
erly processed is as good at the end of five years as it 
was the day it was put up; I am a firm believer that 
if it was not good at the end of five years as it was the 
day it was put up it ought never to be allowed to be 
put up. The government uses canned meats, fish, 
fruits and vegetables. I have no doubt when ships are 
provisiored for a long cruise they take a large stock 
of them. Would they take such supplies if they dete- 
riorated ? ; 

“The only reason for my objection to putting the 
date on any article of food is the prejudice it would 
cause in the mind of the consumer. A lady gets the 
goods home and something happens in serving the 
dish. If it does not please the palate or the eye, or 
both, the can is examined. It is a year old; the blame

Food Inspection Decision No. 62—Guaranty on 
Imported Products. 

Meny inquiries of the following type have been re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 

We will take it as a favor if you will advise us if (since our 
goods are all imported and so must pass the custom house 
before being sold) the fact of their having passed the cus 
toms authorities and the Departme:t of Agriculture exam- 
ination is not in itself a guaranty that they conform with the 
pure-food laws as defined by the act of Congress approved 
June 30, 1906, entitled “An act for preventirg the manufac- 
ture, sale, or transportation of adulterated or misbranded 
or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines, liquors,” 
etc. 

Regarding the above, the Department of Agriculture 
makes a systematic inspection of imported foods and 
drugs when they arrive at the custom houses; and 
while such inspection dees not include an examination 
of samples taken from every package of the afore- 


said articles, it is sufficient to indicate that the ar. 
ticle is suitable to enter the country and be sent into 
interstate commerce as long as it retains its identity 
in the unbroken package. If imported foods and drugs 
are taken from the original packages and repacked, 
they become subject to inspection as if of domestic 
origin, and the persons handling and selling said ar- 
ticles are not immune from prosecution in the event 
that a subsequent inspection discloses that all or any 
portion of said foods or drugs are adulterated or mis- 
branded according to the provisions of said statute 
or the regulations made thereunder. 

Only a wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or other 
party residing in the United States can give a guar- 
anty within the meaning of said act. A foreign manu- 
facturer or other foreign dealer cannot give the guar- 
anty prescribed in said law, nor can the agent of such 
foreign manufacturer or dealer give said guaranty un- 
less such agent be a resident of the United States and 
unless he actually sells the goods covered by the guar- 
anty. 

The person who owns and sells imported goods can 
make a guaranty for the purpose aforesaid, though the 
goods may be shipped directly by the firm of whom 
the guarantor buys them to the customer of the guar- 
antor. 





Attempt Cornering Chinese Pineapple. 


According to a consular report, a dispatch has been 
received by the London Times from its Singapore cor- 
respondent as follows: 

“The negotiations for cornering the pineapple mar- 
ket are proceeding. The Chinese exporters, who are 
chary of committing themselves, contemplate, if the 
trust terms are unfavorable, a counter move by fixing 
the market rate so as to improve prices. The possibil- 
ity of success for the combination is doubtful. The 
amount involved in the Singapore trade is $3,250,000 
(about $1,850,000 gold ).”’ 

The latest report from the same source state that the 
Chinese packers have finally decided against the pro- 
posal to attempt a pineapple corner.

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Retaining Vitality of Seeds, 


C. L. Allen, of New York State, writing in the 
American Agriculturist, says that “In order that seeds 


retain their vitality to the longest period possible, it 
is of the utmost importance that they attain perfect 
maturity before the harvest, and that every possible 
precaution be taken to preserve vitality by keeping 
them in perfectly dry, cool and well-ventilated rooms. 
Neither heat nor cold will materially weaken the 
power of germination in most seeds, particularly those 
of an oily nature, as long as they are kept dry. It is 
moisture that excites germination. Seed which has 
not reached maturity may possess the power of germi- 
nating for one season, but it has a tendency to disease 
and weakness. It is true, it may overcome this. Im- 
perfect seeds do occasionally produce vigorous and 
healthy plants. 

“It is far better to carry a small stock of seed, 
which has been grown under favorable as unfavor- 
able circumstances as possible, and the best possible 
investment to carry for two or more years a sufficient 
stock grown when all conditions were the most favor- 
able. The seeds of most vegetables keep for a con- 
siderable period. I have not been able to see any 
deterioration in the seeds of any of the Brassica (cab- 
bage) family, even when eight or ten years old, pro- 
viding they are fully ripened, and kept dry and cool; 
while others, on the contrary, lose vitality quickly, and 
can hardly retain it a year.” 


Decline in Peach Growing. 


The Department of Agriculture has nrade public a 
bulletin on improvement in peach growing prepared 
by G. F. Warren, of the New Jersey Experiment Sta- 
tion, calling attention to what he calls the “rapid de- 
cline in the peach industry in New Jersey and also in 
Delaware and Maryland.” 

According to the United States census reports there 
were in the: United States 53,886,000 peach trees in 
1890 and 99,919,000 in 1900, an increase of more than 
85 per cent in ten years. During this time the number 
in New Jersey decreased from 4,414,000 in 1890 to 
2,747,000 in 1900, a loss of 38 per cent. 

Only three states showed a decrease—New Jersey, 
Maryland and Delaware. Every other state increased 
its peach orchards. In 1890 these three states had 28 
per cent of all the peach trees in the United States. In 
1900 they had only g per cent. 

There seems to have been a panic among the grow- 
ers, owing to the San Jose scale. But the department 
declares that this has not been the only trouble. 

“As is usual when any serious enemy threatens a 
crop, all troubles are charged to this pest,” says the 
bulletin. “Damages from starvation, lack of tillage, 
borers, leaf curl and brown rot are very frequently all 
bunched and charged to the account of the scale.” 

In the field work a study was made of soils, tillage, 
fertilization, spraying, varieties, diseases, insects and 
other questions. 

The more important suggestions to growers with a 
view to overcoming present unfavorable conditions are 
thus summarized for the consideration of peach grow- 
ers in Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey for the 
first year: 

Select a well-drained field, one that has also good 
air drainage, higher than the surrounding land if pos- 
sible. 

If possible have the field some distance from other 
orchards. 
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Lime the soil before planting, unless sure that it js 
not needed. 

Buy good thrifty trees of a nurseryman who is not 
only honest, but intelligent—one who knows the dis. 
eases of the peach, so that he will not de propagating 
diseased trees. 

Remove the borers, if there are any. 

Prune to a whip, or nearly so. 

Dip in lime, sulphur and salt before setting, 

Plant far enough apart so that it will be easy to 
drive through when spraying. 

Fertilize well and plant corn or other tilled crops 
between the trees. 

Prune in June, so as to start the formation of the 
heads. 

Remove the borers in the fall. 

Spray the next spring. 

The suggestions for subsequent years are as fol- 
lows: 

Prune every year, doing some heading in as well 
as thinning out. 

Spray thoroughly every spring before the buds 
swell. 

Till ever year, beginning early in the season and 
stopping early. 

Fertilize liberally with phosphoric acid and potash, 
particularly with potash. If barnyard manure is used 
also apply muriate of potash. 

Remove the borers every fall and again in the 
spring. 

After having given this good care, premgey remove 
all sick trees. 

Thin the fruit when necessary. 

Grade the fruit carefully. Put up the first quality 
in a package that differs from that used for the poorer 
grades. 

If the peach orchard is neglected in order to care 
for the corn crop the profits must be expected to come 
from the corn. 





What Dr. Wiley Gets for His Work. 


Following is the statement of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Ag- 
riculture, before the House Committee on Agriculture 
( Page 248 Hearings) : 

The Chairman—Gentlemen, we have Dr. Wiley be- 
fore us this morning. On page 29 of the bill you will 
find the estimates for the Bureau of Chemistry. Let 
us take up this salary roll first. I suppose, as I said to 
Dr. Melvin yesterday, that your modesty, Doctor, 
would forbid you to speak about the amount that the 
Secretary estimates for your salary? 

Dr. Wiley—I am not so modest as not to approve it, 
Mr. Chairman. In that respect I am frank to say that 
I am a bachelor, and I do not need the money, but I 
believe that the office ought to be recognized with the 
dignity of a salary commensurate with the importance 
of the work. 

The Chairman—You would not think that some of 
the insignia would do as well as a salary? 

Dr. Wiley—If you will make it a rank that carries a 
pension with it on retirement, I am perfectly willing 
to take that as a substitute. But I am not here as a 
mendicant, begging for the necessities of life. But 
after the twenty-four years of service I have given 
the government, and trying to do the best I could, and 
especially at the present time, I doubt if there is any 
bureau of the government that touches the public wel- 
fare at so many points as the Bureau of Chemistry, as

Spraying for Apple Scab. 
BY R. A. EMERSON, NEBRASKA EXPERIMENT STATION. 


In some spraying tests against apple scab, carried 
on in the Nebraska experiment station, the varieties 
of apples used were Sweet June, Winesap, Maiden 
Blush, Jonathan and Ralls Genet. Bordeaux was the 
solution used. 

The first two varieties named were young trees, 
five and eight years old respectively. The other vari- 
eties were old trees. The Maiden Blush and Winesap 
were sprayed only once, May 23, for the former and 
May 27 for the latter, in both cases after the blos- 
soms had fallen, and in case of the Winesap, even 
after the calyx lobes had closed. The Sweet June, 
Jonathan and Ralls Genet were sprayed at different 
times. 

The prevalence of scab on the sprayed and un- 
sprayed trees was first determined approximately by 
simply examining from 100 to 200 fruits per tree. 
Later, when the apples were picked, all the fruits ex- 
cept in case of Jonathan, were examined, and the 
amount of scab on different trees determined more 
accurately. 

In the records of the tests given, two or three 
facts stand out with special prominence: The un- 
sprayed fruit was very scabby, running from about 50 
per cent in case of Jonathan to 80 per cent with Wine- 
sap. The first spraying, April 26 and 27, when the 
leaf buds were just opening, afforded no protection 
to the fruit. Trees sprayed late in April, and not 








sprayed afterwards, had fully as scabby fruit as yp. 
sprayed trees. The third spraying, May 23 to 2g 
gave very good results. Winesap trees sprayed only 
once late in May, showed only about 13 per cent of 
scabby fruit, as against 80 per cent for unsprayed 
trees, and Maiden Blush only 4 per cent of scab on 
sprayed, as against 65 per cent on unsprayed trees. 
The second spraying, May 7 and 9, while beneficial 
in practically all cases, was not quite so effective in 
controlling scab as the later spraying. The best re- 
sults followed two sprayings, one early and one late in 
May. This is well shown in case of Sweet June, 
where an unsprayed tree had 78 per cent of scab, one 
sprayed May 9, 40 per cent; one sprayed May 28, 29 
per cent, and another sprayed on both May 9 and 28, 
only 4 per cent. 

Some of fhe apples, notably Jonathan, were injured 
considerably by the spraying of May 23. The fruit 
was badly rusted on one side. In the worst cases the 
injury took the form of one-sided development of the 
fruits. Whether the injury was due to an overdose 
of the spray, to improperly made Bordeaux, to the 
green arsenoid used with the Bordeaux, or to the ex- 
treme tenderness of the Jonathan fruits, I am unable 
to say. 





Farmers’ Bulletin 289, Beans. 


The Department of Agriculture will soon issue 
Farmers’ Bulletin 289, Beans, prepared by L. C. Cor- 
bett, horticulturist, Bureau of Plant Industry. 

In this bulletin types of beans are discussed under 
Broad beans, Kidney beans, Lima beans, Dolichos 
beans, Soja beans, Scarlet Runner beans, and Velvet 
beans. These are divided into two classes, namely, 
Field and Garden beans. Field beans are discussed 
under the following subjects: Preparation of the soil; 
planting, which includes the quantity of seed per acre, 
as well as depth of planting; culture, harvesting, 
which includes a description of the commercial meth- 
ods of harvesting the crop by machinery; threshing, 
with a brief description of the types of machines used 
for this purpose, together with a brief description of 
the subject of cleaning and grading the product for 
market. Garden beans are discussed under type of

The whole 
matter is a brief summary of the commercial indus- 
tries as they now exist in the United States of grow- 
ing dry beans and garden or string beans. Maps ac- 
company the text, showing the distribution of the two 
crops, and there are illustrations showing typical fields 
of beans grown for dried beans as well as those grown 
for string beans, together with character of imple- 
ments used in handling these ‘crops. 

Copies of the bulletin may be obtvined upon app.i- 
cation to senators, representatives and delegates in 
Congress, or to the Secretary of Agriculture. 


Box for Packing Perishable Products. 


A new kind of box has appeared which. it is said, 
will revolutionize the perishable food industry of 
California. A company capitalized at $1,000,000 is 
soon to be formed to exploit the possibilities of the 
new device, and Elwood Cooper, of Santa Barbara, 
is to be the first president. By means of this box 
perishable products, such as eggs, meats, butter, fruits, 
etc., can be packed so as to make decay impossible, 
and the process has now been perfected, it is said, so 
as to be commercially practicable. Through experi- 
ments conducted by Charles Blagburn at Antioch, a 
paper box has been devised that excludes oxygen. 
This box can be packed with perishable goods and 
the space around it filled with nitrogen. The box will 
do away with refrigerator cars, and an ordinary box 
car will suffice for shipment, so the inventor claims. 





Pear Blight Reported Checked. 


According to a statement credited to W. M. Scott, 
of the United States Department of Agriculture, pear 
blight in the Sacramento valley is well under control, 
as a result of the work done by the county commis- 
sioners and growers in conjunction with the govern- 
ment experts and those representing the University 
of California, 

It can now be s2id that the orchards with a few ex- 
ceptions are in splendid condition and will remain 
so as long as the growers keep up the fight and go 
over the trees several times in the summer months, 
when the disease makes its appearance. 

The only way known to control the blight is to cut 
off the twigs and boughs as fast as the disease ap- 
pears, and this method is being generally followed by 
growers. 
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German Tin Mining Operations Renewed, 


Consul George N. Ifft reports as follows from An- 
naberg on the efforts to revive tin mining in Ger. 
many : 

“In the metal markets of the world there is a nota- 
ble interest in the possible reopening and profitable 
operation of long-abandoned and supposedly worked- 
cut tin mines, and just now the old shafts, tunnels 
and dumps, which are scattered all over the Erz 
mountains, both in Saxony and across the border in 
Bohemia, are being carefully examined by experts, 
sent out by the Saxon and Austrian governments, 
end by private individual and stock companies. The 
cld mines were little more than burrows in the hills. 
The treatment of ores were by equally primitive meth- 
ods. With the discovery of great alluvial deposits of 
tin in other countries—deposits which could be oper- 
eted by surface diggings—the price of tin fell so low 
that the little mines of these mountains. with the ex- 
ception of a single mine at Altenberg, which found 
bismuth a profitable by-product, were not able to com- 
pete and closed down. During the past year, how- 
ever, the price of tin has advanced to $800 and even 
$900 per ton. At the same time the available supply 
of tin has decreased. For example, it was on Janu- 
ary 1, 1897, some 40,750 metric tons (metric ton, 
2,204.6 pounds), while on January 1, 1906, it was not 
more than 17,000 metric tons. 

“Germany is a large user of tin, and imports most 
of its supply. The total output of the empire’s tin 
mines equals only about one-fifth of the German de- 
mand. During 1904 the importation of tin was 14,- 
352 tons, and for the last two years it was probably 
larger. A private company is now cleaning out the 
abandoned workings of the old Ehrenfriedersdorf 
mine, and expects to have it in operation the coming 
summer, with modern machinery. Government en- 
gineers end mining experts from the industrial cen- 
ters along the Rhine are also to be found all over the 
Erz mountains, examining the abandoned tin mines 
at Bockau, Sofa, Geyer, Seiffen. Schoenfeld, Ritter- 
gruen, etc. The Austrian government is showing 
equal interest in the possible reopening of the almost 
forgotten tin mines on the Bohemian side of the 
mountains, and has experts investigating the old work- 
ings at Platten, Baerringen, Neudeck, and Joachins- 


thal.”

Ten 
years ago he used less than five. 





Go Along if You Can. 


The governmental authorities in charge of enforcing 
the Federal food law don’t assume a very fair attitude 
in their rules and regulations. In a recent statement, 
published when issued in the “Grocery World,” they 
say in substance “These pronunciamentos of ours are 
merely our opinions; they are not law in any sense. 
Still, it is obvious that any one following them will 
keep out of trouble.” 

It seems to the “Grocery World’’ that this comes 





rather close to bullying. “You can’t walk on this side 
of the street—walk on the other side! If you come 
on this side we may kick you! It makes no difference 
whether we have the right or not—if you don’t want 
to be kicked walk on the other side!” 

The “Grocery World” sees not the slightest differ- 
ence between these situations. And the trade, unfor- 
tunately, are in a very good position to be intimidated, 
In most senses they are at the government's mercy— 
for many reasons they cannot afford expensive litiga- 
tion, and remembering this, the writer has advised 
many firms to go along with the regulations where jt 
can be done without seriously upsetting their business. 
Before completely overturning one’s establishment, 
however, it would always be well to examine Dr. 
Wiley’s legal rights—Grocery World.
